We must assume that the “troublemak- 
el's’’, as we have called them, either were 
unaware of the meaning of ‘Canadian De- 
mocracy” or were not interested in it. 

If the first alternative is true, we do 


not mean by this remark to slight those 


students among the “troublemakers”. who 
were first or second generation Canadians 
from certain East European countries. 
Many of their ex-countrymen know or are 
learning far more about the Canadian way 
of life than thousands of fourth, fifth or 
sixth generation Canadians of French and 
English origin who know nothing about it 
and care less, 

We must credit the troublemakers for 
listening to reason, for allowing a few 
things about Canadian democracy to be ex- 
plained to them, for allowing themselves to 
be told why we feel that democracy must 
be defended by democratic means or is it 
not a democracy, and for finally going home 
and, we hope, thinking it over, 

If they were not interested in our de- 
mocracy, we cannot blame them too hasti- 
ly. Some of them came from countries 
which have never known such a thing; 
coming, to Canada, or first seeing. Canada 
through their parents’ eyes, they may see 
the great faults in our democracy as it 
stands at present more clearly than do we 
ourselves, : 

We credit them, too, for listening to ex- 
planation, and we hope that they realize 
that true democracy is an ideal to which 
they and we must dedicate our lives and 
work.

On second thought, however, I can see that 


- a superficial reading of ‘‘Measure for Measure” 


might leave a sordid impression. Several of the 
characters are engaged in professional vice, The 
puritanical governor who punishes them turns 
out to be as sinful as the criminals he condemns 
— all: the more sinful because he continues to 


“profess virtue. The heroine, who js untouched 


by the corruption around her, makes a choice 
which has repelled several critics: she keeps her 
chastity at the cost of her brother's life. Taken 
out of context, these elements might well lead 


a hasty reader; to reject the play as unpleasant 
or even perverse, 


But nothing in a play should ever be judged 
out of context. To anyone who sees the play in 
Its entirety, not allowing himself to be unduly 
swayed by certain lurid moments, it becomes 
clear that the whole structure of “Measure for 
Measure” {8 designed to vindicate purity, hum- 
ility and Christian merey. The action moves past 
all the bawdy farce and the apparent triumph 
of evil, embodied in the unjust governor, to 
emerge at last into an atmosphere of reconcilia- 
tion and solemn joy, All. discords are resolved 


through the wisdom of’ the Duke, who patiently

struggles to balance the claims of justice and 
mercy, and through the piety of Isabella, who 
sacrifices revenge on her enemy to the same 
Christian duty which has demanded that she 
sacrifice her brother's life, The intolerant gov- 
ernor learns, through his own sin, that no man 
is pure enough to condemn another, and there 
Is hope that, through the forgiveness of Isabella 


and Mariana, he may even learn to forgive him- 
self. 


This play, sometimes dismissed as coarse and 
cynical, is really Shakespeare's most explicitly 
religious work, Its lewd comic characters serve 
the same purpose that similar rogues serve in 
Dante's Hell, The anguish and despair of the 
middle section are an earthly Purgatory, prep- 
aring the sufferers for an ending which prefig- 
ures the Kingdom of Heaven, There 1s almost lit- 
eral truth in the often-repeated statement that 
“Measure for Measure" {s Shakespeare's Divine 
Comedy.

The urgent need for a new unl- 
on Ig recognized by everybody. 
There Is sufficient interest and en- 
thusiasm Ærom the Governors, 
Senate and Dr, James to lead res- 
ponsible student officers to the 
conclusion that tho New’ Union 
can be attained in the next three 
to five years, (I consulted Dr. 
James personnally and he belleves 
that there are definitely good 
prospects for revenue.) I would 
therefore when there is a choice

To answer this question briefly 
I can only say that If we're go- 
ing to build a new union we're 
going to do it right. Our present 
union is one of the oldest in 
North Amercia, while the newer 
unions in other universities al- 
most defy the imagination, It is 
useless to describe them. I will 
say only that I would give my 
wholehearted support to the New 
Union Committee and to the ex- 
perts who are examining the 
question. 

BILLIARD ROOM 

T’am against moving the bill- 
jard room as an unnecessary and 
extravagant waste of money; es- 
pecially in light of the new union.

Athletic Association will only bo 
effective provided that its Integral 
parts, — club managers and In- 
tramural Sports Committee, are 
working smoothly and efficiently. 
Through personal contact with 
women students these groups can 
do much to increase student in- 
terest in athletics, More publicity 
of women's sports would also help 
to achleve this purpose, To ad- 
Vance publicity I would advocate 
(1) a regular M.W.S.A.A, column 
and complete coverage of wo- 
men's athletic events in the Dai- 
ly, and (2) a large notice board 
in the Arts Building for women’s 
intramural sports. 


OUTSIDE ATHLETICS 

The problem of athletes playing 
for outside teams is one that has 
not involved women students in 
recent years. Therefore I feel that 
there is no need for a regulation 
to be made concerning a non-exist- 
ent problem, If, however, such a 
situation should come before the 
M.W.S.A.A., the particular case 
would have to be given careful 
consideration and only then could 
a decision on the matter be made. 

NFCUS 

I am in favor of the basic prin- 
ciples of NFCUS, which make it 
a body to serve as a national 
union of Canadian students that 
can present Canada’s opinion on 
the international student level, 
However I feel there is need for 
much internal reorganization for 
which our McGill delegates are 
working, through motions to be 
presented at the next conference. 


FINANCES AND CUTS 

Since the fee raise was not 
granted I think the Students Soc- 
iety can help solve its financial 
problems by (1) reducing the 
Daily to its most economical form 
without impairing its function to 
publicize activities on the cam- 
pus, and (2) reorganization of 
the clubs and societics under the 
S.E.C. and Undergraduate Socie- 
ties. A complete Investigation of 
the constitution, membership and 
purpose of these groups would 
undoubtedly reveal information 
whereby grants to some clubs 
could be reduced, Amalgamation 
of certain clubs with similar pur- 
poses and functions might also be 
possible, 

SUGGESTIONS 

My other plans for the M,W.- 
S.A.A, include: 

(1.) More women's events on 
Athletics Nights such as basket- 
ball and volleyball on an Inter- 
collegiate level, and fencing and 
squash tournaments, 

2.) Women’s participation in 
Athletics Afternoon during Win- 
ter Carnival. 

(3,) A women’s ski meet held 
here for Winter Carnival provid- 
ing arrangements could be made 
whereby the date of the Middle- 
bury Winter Carnival would not 
coincide with ours. 

As a member of the 8.A.C., Wo- 
men's Athletic Board, S.E.C., Wo- 
men’s Union and Red Wing Soc- 
lety, I shall endeavor, if eletced, 
to do my best on these executives 
to represent the Interests of Mc- 
Gill women students.

union of Canadian students that 


can present Canada's opinion on 
the international student level, 
However I feel there is need for 
much internal reorganization for 
which our McGill delegates are 
working, through motions to be 
presented at the next conference, 


FINANCES AND CUTS 

Since the fee raise was not 
granted I think the Students Soc- 
lety can help solve its financial 
problems by (1) reducing the 
Daily to its most economical form 
without impairing its function to 
publicize activities on the cam- 
pus, and (2) reorganization of 
the clubs and societies under the 
S.E.C. and Undergraduate Socie- 
ties. A complete Investigation of 
the constitution, membership and 
purpose of these groups would 
undoubtedly reveal information 
whereby grants to some clubs 
could be reduced, Amalgamation 
of certain clubs with similar pur- 
poses and functions might also be 
possible, 

SUGGESTIONS 

My other plans for the M.W.- 
S,A.A, include! 

(1) More women’s events on 
Athletics Nights such as basket- 
ball and volleyball on an Inter- 
collegiate level, and fencing and 
squash tournaments. 

(2.) Women's participation in 
Athletics Afternoon during Win- 
ter Carnival, 

(3.) A women's ski meet held 
here for Winter Carnival provid- 
ing arrangements could be made 
whereby the date of the Middle- 
bury Winter Carnival would not 
coincide with ours. |

ative is inhibited by the pres- 
ence of the taxpayer, thereby. not 
acting as he himself thinks right, 
he should not be a representative, 
The only exception is the case 
of SEC appointments and very per- 
onal matters for which special 
closed sessions could be called, 
SUGGESTIONS 

T shall answer this question in 
terms of three different broad 
policies, 


The first concerns the new 
union, which for the reasons giv- 
en, I belleve can be attained with- 
in the next three to five years, 
The consequences of this are two- 
fold: 

First, in my association with 
the new union committee, and 
with the New Union Committee 
Chairman (who sits on the Union 
House Committee) I would do all 
I can to study and aid the pro- 
ject. Second: Because of my faith 
in the new union I would direct 
what available funds there are 
to the purchase of those things 
Which would be to the advantage 
of hoth the old and the new 
building, An example of this is 
the inauguration of a record ,lib- 
rary, which like all librarles, must 
grow with the years. In my view 
this is the only sensible way of 
constructing a bridge from the old 
to the new, For, it is obvious that 
large scale renovations, such as 
the hilllard-room proposal would 
he wasteful, Further, in vlew of 
the SEC deficit any ‘New Union 
Fund’, could only come about by 
greatly curtailing student activ- 
Itfes, This would impose consider- 
able hardships in order to obtain 
a sum which can only be regard- 
ed as infinitesimal in relation to 
the milllons of dollars needed for 
the new union, which can he sup- 
plied from,other sources, 

My second general polley is to 
encourage much greater use of the 
union in order to help make of 
it what it should be; a center for 
recreation ag well as for an ex- 
change of ideas hetween students 
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being considered for various 
posts, and where personal charac- 
teristics might be discussed, 
_ SUGGESTIONS 

There are several suggestions 
which I should like to present to 
SEC, The first of these is that 
on all major issues which affect 
the students, a referendum should 
be held, rather than a general 
meeting. This would be one con- 
crete method of overcoming stu- 
dent apathy, and in giving them 
a keener sense of awareness of 
cainpus issues. My opponent has 
claimed that this would cost too 
much, but the sum total, as I can 
sce it, would be ten dollars, to 
cover the cost of printing the bal- 
lots. 3 

I believe that SCOPE is a most 
worthy organization. | would do 
what ! can to encourage its activi- 
tles tnd attract speakers of high 
calibre to appear at McGill, I 
would also recommend the estab- 
lishment of a co-ordinate council 
for the National Clubs to inte- 
grate their various activities, to 
eliminate conflicts as to these 
activities and to encourage mu- 
tual support. 


Above all, I promise to deyote 
all my efforts to the best of my 
ability to- provide the student 
body with the efficient adminis- 
tration they desire,
